DOWN WITH DRINK.

lowa's Snpreme Conrt Declares that
Probibitionists May Arm Them-
selves With Injnctions,

A Lengthy Diroussion of Various
Points of the New Law,

A Most Importent Deolslon,

—

The suprame court in session here yes-
torday delivered a very importaint decis.
lon to the effoct that that portion of the
prohibitory law providiog for the issu-
ance of injunctions sgainat saloon mon is
constitational, The following are the
mont Important parts of the case and the

decision. which was rendered by Judge
Rothrock, and comcurred in by his asso-
ointos:

A. D. Littleton va. Lonis Frltz, ap.
pellant; appeal from Polk elreult court,

This is sn astion In equlty by which
the plaintitl; a oitizen ot Polk connty,
secks to enjoln and nbate m nuisance,
which it is alleged the defendant keeps
and maintsine in a cortain building in
the olty of Des Molnes by selling Intoxi-
catlo i llquors thereln contrary to law. A
temporary Injunction was prayed and
notice of the application therefor was
served on the defendsnt, who appeared
and the motion for the Injunction was
sustained, and the writ was issued and
served upon defendant,

This appeal was taken from the order
granting the temporary in junction,

The plaintiff does not aver in his pet1.
tlon that he has sustalned or will sustain
any damage or injury by the maintensnoce
of the alleged nuisance, for which he can
ba compensated in a money judgment.
He claims the right to malntain the ae-
tlon becaate he Is a cltizsn of Polk coun-
ty and because the keeping and main-
taining the nuisance in the conaty is a
great damage and injury to the property,
peace and safety of the plaintiff and
other cltizena of eald county.

The cass thersfore turns upon the
«question whether any citizen of the coun-
1ty where a nuleance of this character s
kept may malntain an action In equity
to enjoin and abate it, and whether the
court has the powar under the law to
order & temporary injunction in such
casea,

It is not disputed that the building or
erectlon of whatever kind, In or at which
intoxicatlng llquora are unlawfully mana-
factared or sold, Is a nuisance.

**Any citizen of the county where aach

nuisance exists, or Ia kept or maintained,
may maintaln an sction in equity to abate
and perpetually enjoin the same, and any
person violating the terms of sny injunc-
tion granted In such proceedings shall be
punished as for contempt, by a fine of
not less than §500 nor mera than $1000,
or by imprisonment In the county jall,
for more than alx months, or Iy both,
in the discietlon of the conrt.”
This statate plainly authorizes any oltl-
zen of the county to maintaln the action
and there can be no denlal of the right
of action, uniess it be held that the legis-
latare had no constltutions! power to enact
the law,

Counsel for the appellant centend that
the statute is repugnant to sections 9, 10,
11 and 12 of articls one of the constitu-
tlon, These sections provide that “the
right of trial by jury sball remain invio-
late' and that in all criminal psrosecu-
tlons, involving the life or liberty, the
accused shall have a right to a trial by
jury, upon an Indictment by a grand
jury.

Lhe question prasented by counsel in
argument may be stated in this general
form, 1Isthe statute under consideration
an attempt upon the partof the law mak-
ing power to deprive the cit'zens of the
constitutional right to be tried by a
jary?

It is Important at the outset to Inquire
In what cates was the right of trial by a
jury lnviolate when the constitution was
adopted, for it will be obssrved that the
provision Is that the right *‘shall ramain
Inviolate,”

The juriscletion of courts of equity to
enjoin and abate nuleances is of very
anclent origin. * * The jarlsdiction
is applicable not only to public nuisances
strictly, so-called, but also to purpris-
tures npon public rights and property,
This general rule is not and cannot be
disputed, Courts of equity in nearly all
the states entertaln jurlsdiction 1o re.
straln and abate nutsances, either at the
instance of u private iodividoal who
shows that lie sustains soms special In-
jury by the establishment or exlstence of
the nuisance,

Such a case being of equitable cogniz-
ance, neither per'y could at the time of
the adoption of the constitution demand
a jury trial as a matter of right, There
was no atatute law or constitutionsl pro-
vision then In force, which gaye absolute
right to a trial by jury in an equity case.

Let it be conceded that courts of
eiulty, before the adoption of the con-
sutution, declined 1o entertaln actions
of injunction to restraln and abate nuie-
ances in onses whers no property rights
wers involved, The logislative history
of this state, and the jarisdistion enter-
talned by {ts courts, do not warvant the
conclusion that there Is no leglalative
disoretion In  regard to what contro-
versles shall be of equitable cognizance,
Stnee the adoptlon of this coosti-
tatlon & jury has been allowed in ao-
tions for divorca, and the right has
boen taken awsy. Soin cave of fore-
closure of mortgages and mechanics lens,
We are not then requlired to examine tne
lawa in firce at the me tho constitution
was adopted, and hold that in every case,
which was then trisble by a jary, the
rlight to such trial rema'na inviolate,
Such a construction of the constitutionsl
provision Involves too narrow s view of
leglslative power. 1t being consedod that
€qaity and juriidiction in case of puissn-
ces, we oan see 0o iovaslon of the rights
of the citizens by an set of the
loglslature extending it to cases where
do distinot property rignts is Involecd
It is further insisted that the action In
equity suthorlzed by the statute cannot
be maintained becsuse the legialatare lLas
no pawer to enforoe a oriminal law by &
clvil astion. But “one malntsining s
nuisance may not ovly be pualshed iu a
erimioal procsed ing but & civil action st
law to recover damsg:s In a proper csse
sud anaction fa equity to resiraio the
nuissnce,"

Aund it must remembered that the de-
fendant is not convisted snd punished
for & ctime by the injonction. It be.
longs to that cless of remediss which may
properly be provided by statote to sid ia
the sdministration of | reventiva justice.
It stays the arm of the wrovg-doer, It
does not ssek 1o punish him fr any past
violaticns of the law; ita purpise Is to
prevent s publle cffense and sop-
press what the law declares to be
8 nuisance, The denlal of & trisl by
jury ls not ws oppressive to the party

charged ae the ttatue reupiiiog & person

who threatena to commit a pablie offanse
to glve bonda with saretles to> keep the
penace toward the people of the atate, and
in defanlt of giving the bond comminting
him to prison, 8o far as wo sro adyised
no one has ever clalmed that the Iaw re
qulring sccutity to keep the peace was a
ticminl of the right of trial by jury,

It is further claimed that the statute ia
invalld becauvss it authorlzes an action to
be brought by any citizen of the county
without n showlng that he is especially
damsged by the nuisance. What we
have sald with reference to the power of
the legislature to enlarge the jurisdiction
of a conrt of equity will apply with the
same force to this ohjection, It is surely
within the power of the legielature to
deslgnate the persons at whoss sult &
nuleancs may be enjolned and abated.
The resson of the ralo which formerly
obtalned that a private action will not

lie for & public nulsance with-
out apeclal damage was  that
to anthorize private actlona

would create s multiplicity of sults,
one belog aa well entitled to bring an
aotion ns another. But bocanse the en-
forcoment of a statute may create a mul-
tiplleity of actions is no ground for de-
claring it to be unconstitutionsl, Ques
tions of pollcy or expedlency in legisla-
tion are for the law-making power 1tself,
and cotirta have no authority to Intarpose
thelr judgement agninst that of tho legls-
Iature npon the ground that the law In
(uestion may be inexpedlent or that some
other ennotment woold bettor serve to
accomplish the desired object.

Wae are strongly inclived to think that
in this casa dgecrae for the defendant
wonld be a bar to any other like action
for an Injunction upon evidence of sales
of llquor within the same tlme #sis em-
braced In this action, The piaintiff Is by
law made the represontative of the
public in bringing and malntalning the
action,

Laatly 1t is claimed that there is no au-
thority for the issuance of a tomporary
injunction until after a conviction for un.
Iawful salea of Intoxicating liquors,
We have already sald that the action in
equity is Independent of eriminal prose-
cations and it is wholly Immaterial
whether the defendant has been convieted
or not,

We think the temporary iojunction
was properly sllowed.

This is an actlon foran Injunction only,
No damages are clalmed, snd no other
rellef Is demanded. The law denounces
tho unlawful malutenance of a salocn or
dramshop as a nulsance. The plaintiff,
in his own behalf and In behalf of other
citizens, demands that the defendant
casse from keeping hls unlawful and
criminal occupation, and he prays tiat a
temporary iojuonetion be allowed. 1t
pleinly appears from the petition
that the defendsnt when the pe:
titlon was presented to the judge
was aud had been a defiant, persistent
and open vlolator of the law. In view
of these facts the showlry made for the
issuance of the temporary writ was suffi-
clent under section 3388 of the code.

The law having denounced the defen-
dant’s ealling and ocenpation as a nuls-
ance, In the judgment of the law he
was every day doing aota which pro-
duced gcest and {irrepsrable Injary to
the plaintifl’ snd other citizens; Injurles
that in the judgment of the leglslature
ought to bs enjolned and prevented by
an actlon in equity. No earthly power
is able to repair the injury which may be
done by the maintenance of the nunisance
from the commencement of the aotion
until the final deerce, and for that reason
iaatampcrary Injunction is authorized by

W

Keeping in vlew that imporiant and oft
repeated rule that no court is anthorized
to declare an act of the legislature inval-
id unlees itis plainly, palpably, and be-
yond donbt repugnsnt to some provision
of the constitution, we reash the conclu-
sion that the court below did not err in
entertaining the actlon and in grantiog
the tamp rary Injanction.

Sowe of the best building in
the city—such as the Masonic tcmple
and the new opara honse—are cvidences
of Mr. Maxon'a skill and practical wis-
dom, and he will doubtless fill the new
poeition well, Hels known to ba in
favor of giving work to Councll Bluffs
mechspicr, so far as he can do  so justiy,
and he is understood to be willing t) use
his influence In favor of gettlng so much
of the stone as possible cut here, and not
in favor of having eonviet labor employed.

MYSTERIOUS DEATH.

James Nic/lls Found Drownoed in
Diteh,

-

Barcfooted and Hatless But  No

Proof of Poul Play.

Yertordsy mornlng about 10 o'slock a
youog man named Peter Christiansen
dlzcovered the body of a man lylnginthe
the ditch on Sixtesnth avenue, near
Tenth strect. Ho at once Informed his
brother Andrew and Potor Peterton, and

the three went to the ratlway office and
tolephoned to Coroner Connell, who with
others at onee went to the place, The
body was Identificd as that of James
Nicholls, and old and well known baker
on upper Broadway., Thoe ditch in which
he was found Is thrae or four feet wide,
and contalped about two feet and & half
of water, Mr. Nicholls when found was
lyivg on bis slde, his shoulder and part
of his face belng above the water, and
the hody belng frozen and surrounded
by lce.

The atrange Ffiature of the affair was
that Me, Nicolls when found had no
shoes or stockings on, and his hat was
nlso missing, and a search in the viclnlty
falled to reveal them, The theory isthat
while under the Influencs of drink he
wandered about in the dark and got Int»
the ditch, fell down, and was drowned,
bat the absence of his shoes and stock
ings is not so emsily explalned, From
the appearance of the spot it seoms that
he must have broken Into the lee of the
ditch, and getting Into the water had
scrsmbled out, and then got in another

place about ten feet from the first., Mr.
Nieolls Waa an  excellent olt
izen, . & uative of Scotland,

and he had lived in this clty for fiftecn or
sixteen years. The bane of his life had
been an appetite for drink, which wonld
occaslonally get the best of him, and then
he was liable to wander aboui town,
sometimes for the greater part of a night.
These occasions were not very frequent,
however, and even at such times he has
always controlled himself so far as to be
able to get home In safety. He leaves a
wife, four sons and one daughter. One
of the sons Ia In  Colorado. The others
are here, and are most highly esteemed
and respected In business and social
circles. This death, coming as it does,
is natorally a most severe shock to them,
and cannot but eall forth the tenderest
sympathy of the community.

The coroner summoned a jury conslst-
ing of Lawrenca Kelley, John Duon and
L. Farrell, and & number of witnesses
were examined, among them the young
men who first saw the body, Capt
Hathaway, of the police force, teatified
that he met the deceased on Brosdwaz
near Bechtele's hotel about 8:45 o'clos
the cvening before. He then appesred
a8 usual, did nov seem intoxicated, and
was walking west,

Officer Wheeler testified also to meot—
ing him about the same tlme.

Mr., Lower, of Lower's hotel on lower
Maln street, testified that Mr, Nicolls

came in there aboot 10 o'clock
In the evening end wanted a
drink, but Mr. Lewer told

him he thought he had had enough, and
that he had better go home and go to
bed. He said *‘all right” and went out,
starting up north on Main strect.

Edwin Ford testified that about half
paat O o'clock he saw Nieolls in Mike
Connor's saloon on Main street, a few
doors north of Lower's hotel, He was
disputing with Pat Connore, a brother of
Mike's, about paying for two drinks.
Nicolls refused to psy, snd was put ont
ef the place. There was nobody with
him, and he was then dressed as usual,

Dr. Green and Dr. Hart, after examin-
'ing the body, gave It as their opinion
that he came to his death by drowning,
There was lltile more evidence to be
geined beyond the fact that he ate supper
as usual the night before and In the
evening started out to come down town,
